Many persons have been negligent and indifferent in 
the 
prompt payment of their bills mainly because they do not 
realize the importance and fairness of being prompt. 
These 
people will respond to our explanation of the conditions which 
make necessary the enforcement of the prompt pay measure 
at the present time. 
There are others, however, who believe that because they even­ 
tually pay their bills their accounts are desirable. They think 
a fancied superiority to ordinary mortals, because of promi­ 
nence in business or social circles, releases them from their ob­ 
ligation of paying their debts promptly.
